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ULowell  one  of  top 
1 9  schools  in  nation 


The  University  of  Lowell  was 
picked  as  one  of  the  country’s  top 
high-tech  universities  in  a  recent 
national  survey  of  college 
r residents  conducted  by  the 
weekly  national  magazine,  U.S. 
News  and  World  Report. 

ULowell  was  included  on  a  list 
of  schools  selected  for  special 
mention  because  of  particular 
strength  in  either  the  sciences  or 
the  humanities,  according  to  the 
article  in  the  Oct.  26  issue  of  the 
publication. 

The  story,  published  under  the 
magazine’s  heading  of  America's 
Best  Colleges  and  Academic 
Specialists,  listed  the  University 
of  Lowell  among  19  ranked  com¬ 
prehensive  colleges  winning  what 
was  termed  “the  microchip 
wreath.’’  This  group  of  schools 
was  recognized  for  undergraduate 
academic  quality  either  in  science 
and  technology  education  or  in 
liberal  its. 


Massachusetts.  Harvard,  follow- 
ed  by  Amherst  College  and  Brad¬ 
ford  College,  led  the  first  10  in 
the  humanities.  MIT  led  the  col¬ 
leges  with  the  most  votes  for 
undergraduate  science  programs. 

ULowell  also  garnered  atten¬ 
tion  and  high  marks  in  high-tech 
from  another  more  regional 
authority.  The  Commonwealth’s 
Associate  Vice  Chancellor  for 
Computer  Policy  and  Resources 
Stephen  W.  Kelley,  praised 
ULowell  for  distinguishing  itself 
by  its  achievements  in  artificial 
intelligence  and  robotics. 

Kelley  in  a  letter  to  President 
William  T.  Hogan  said  an  exhibit 
by  Dr.  Thomas  Costello,  vice 
president  for  technical  resource

Racist  acts 
still  hot  on 

Racial  tensions  on  many 
American  campuses  seem  to  have 
escalated  again  in  recent  weeks, 
but  some  observers  think  the  in¬ 
cidents  that  have  caused  the  ten¬ 
sions  are  less  “overt"  and  violent 
than  the  headline-grabbing  attacks 
of  the  1986-87  school  year. 

Minority  students  at  Tompkins- 
Cortland  Community  College  and 
the  universities  of  Illinois  and  In¬ 
diana,  among  other  places,  have 
filed  complaints  of  racial  tensions 
since  September. 

The  worst  incident  occured  at 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
where  five  black  students  alleged¬ 
ly  physically  attacked  two  Asian 
students  the  first  week  in 
October. 

Campus  leaders  nevertheless 
say  the  nature  of  most  of  the 
racial  confrontations  has  chang¬ 
ed  since  last  year,  when  often- 


unseen  but 
campuses 

physical  tensions  erupted  at  Col¬ 
umbia,  Duke,  The  Citadel, 
Texas,  Colorado,  Massachusetts 
and  other  campuses. 

Minority  students  at  some 
schools,  though,  have  organized 
in  defense,  threatening  retribution 
if  school  officials  don’t  move 
swiftly  to  discipline  racist 
behavior. 

“If  you  engage  in  racist  ac¬ 
tivities,’’  warned  Tanaquil  Jones 
of  the  Concerned  Black  Students 
of  Columbia,  “you’re  gonna  have 
to  deal  with  the  justice  of  the 
streets.’’ 

“The  degree  to  which  things 
are  improving  relates  to  the  direct 
efforts  by  blacks  and  other  Third 
World  students  and  their  allies  to 
smash  racism,’’  said  University 
of  Illinois-Chicago  student  Joe 
Iosbaker,  a  member  of  the  Pro-

“Racists,  white  chauvinists  and 
white  supremacists  have  been 
forced  to  watch  themselves.” 

Racism  on  many  campuses  has 
“been  driven  underground,” 
maintained  Pat  Kearns,  a  member 
of  the  University  of  Iowa’s  PSM 
chapter. 

“But  I  don’t  think  the  climate 
has  changed,”  said  Kearns.  “The 
overtness  may  have.  But  there's 
no  change  in  attitude.” 

“People  are  now  aware  of 
overt  incidents,”  noted  Willie 
Terry,  a  City  Uiwversiiy 
•  /.YorVMedgar  Evers  College:  stu- 
dent.  4  ‘But  subtle  racism  still  ex¬ 
ists.  It’s'  a  cycle.  It  goes 
underground,  then  comes  up.” 

“Overt  racism  is  down,”  add¬ 
ed  David  Moore,  president  of  the 
University  of  Massachusetts 
Black  Student  Union.  “It’s  just 
shifted  to  a  more  superficial 
level.” 

For  example,  at  Indiana 
University,  the  Muslim  Student 
Association  says  a  fraternity  party 
held  Sept.  26  degraded  Arab  and 
Moslem  culture  and  beliefs.  The 
Phi  Kappa  Psi  “Arabian 
Knights”  dance  perpetuated  in¬ 
sulting  stereotypes,  the  group 
says.

Cortland  Community  College,  36 
Central  American  exchange 
students  were  transferred  en 
masse  after  they  were  physically 
and  verbally  harrassed  when  two 
foreign  students  were  charged 
with  sexual  assault. 

“Reaganism  has  taken  its  toll,” 
said  Sibby  Burpee,  a  University 
of  Colorado  student  leader. 
“He’s  fostered  ignorance  of  peo¬ 
ple  of  color.  His  attitudes  have 
made  racism  more  allowable.” 

“Reagan’s  disregard  of  people 
of  color  breeds  this,”  Moore 
asserted.  “The  administration 
treated  Haitian  refugeesdike  cat¬ 
tle,  putting  them  in  concentration 
Ca&ips-  Tte  policy  towards  South 
people  are 

expendable.  This  lends,  a 
tolerance  to  racism.” 

Last  year  at  Michigan  -  long 
seen  as  a  tolerant  campus  -*-  black 
students  were  threatened  by  an 
anonymous  note  slipped  under  a 
door  that  declared  an  open¬ 
hunting  season  on  blacks,  and  a 
student  disc  jockey  raised  racial 
tensions  by  cracking  anti-black 
jokes  on  a  radio  program. 

In  response,  anti-racist  activists 
at  Michigan  formed  the  United 
Coalition  Against  Racism 
(UCAR)  to  combat  racism  on  the 
Ann  Arbor  campus.  “It  was  more 
than  one  incident,”  said  Marty 
Ellington,  a  Michigan  medical 
student  and  member  of  UCAR. 
■‘There  were  a  series  of  attacks, 
y^rrfinc?  r^ne-callins  in¬ 


cidents.  Black  people  are 
assaulted  as  a  hole  in  a  very  com¬ 
pact  time  period.” 

“It  was  too  much  at  once/’ 
said  Ellington.  “People  respond¬ 
ed.  Over  time,  blacks  may  have 
become  de-sensitized  to  racism, 
but  with  the  increased  tension, 
we’re  no  longer  willing  to  let  it 
slide.” 

The  slurs  and  insensitivities,  in 
fact,  in  recent  months  have 
helped  swell  the  membership  of 
minority  student  groups,  to  which 
students  turn  in  defense.

time  -  somehow  she  feels  respon¬ 
sible  for  what  may  happen. 
Sometimes  she  feels  as  if  she 
causes  the  problems;  sometimes 
she  feels  that  even  if  she  didn’t 
cause  the  problems,  she  is 
responsible  for  fixing 
them. .  .because  no  one  else  seems 
to  care  about  fixing  anything.  It 
often  seems  to  Carol  that  she  is 
the  only  one  who  cares  about  the 
problems  that  tear  the  family 
apart  -  or  who  wants  to  do 
anything  about  them. 

The  major  difference  between 
the  Huxtables  and  the  majority  of 
the  rest  of  us  is  not  the  presence 
of  absence  of  conflict,  but  how 
the  family  deals  with  it.  All 
families  have  problems.  The  dif¬ 
ference  between  a  well¬ 
functioning  and  a  poorly- 
functioning  family  is  that  the 
poorly-functioning  family  tends 
not  to  work  together  as  a  unit  to 
acknowledge,  negotiate  and  com¬ 
promise  on  dealing  with  these 
problems.  In  poorly  functioning 
families  people  tend  to  fall  into 
patterns  from  which  it  is  difficult 
to  break  free. 

Individucals  in  these  families 
tend  to  feel  isolated  from  each 
other  and  even  from  friends  to 
whom  they  appear  close.  They 
carry  around  secret  pain  and  think 
that  no  one  else  feels  this  way. 
But  Carol  Coed  is  not  alone. 
Steve  Student  is  there  with  her. 
Priscilla  Pupil  is  also  there  with 
her.  and  so  are  Andrew  Ad¬ 
ministrator,  Frieda  Faculty,  Pol¬ 
ly  Professor,  Doris  Dean,  and 
Sylvester  Secretary.

The  rock  V  roll  voyage 
through  space  is  a  pop  theme  that 
has  been  beaten  firmly  into  the 
ground.  Still,  the  mass  fascination 
with  both  space  and  rock  seem  to 
have  guaranteed  their  place  in  our 
culture  forever,  or  at  least  until 
the  sun  cools.  Witness  such  past 
offerings  as  the  animated  film 
Heavy  Metal,  the  recent  Boston 


weekend  tip 


LP  Third  Stage ,  or  any  of  the 
space-oriented  songs  that  formed 
the  soundtrack  for  Moonrock.  the 
new  laser-light  show  at  the 
Charles  Hayden  Planetarium  in 
the  Museum  of  Science. 

For  five  bucks  Moonrock  takes 
you  on  an  audio-visual  trip  to  the 
moon  via  an  18-song  playlist 
culled  from  FM  radio  standbys 
including  made-to-order  favorites 
such  as  the  Police’ ^Walking  on 
the  Moon ,  David  Bowie’s  Space 


Oddity ,  Steve  Miller's  Fly  Like  an 
Eagle,  and  The  Doors'  Moonlight 
Drive .  Only  the  inclusion  of  Jean- 
Luc  Ponty  and  Synergy  keeps  the 
soundtrack  from  completely 
simulating  a  WAAF  playlist. 
These  familiar  tunes  tended  to 
date  the  show  rather  than  update 
it,  but  the  good  sound  system 
made  them  listenable. 

Soundtrack  aside,  the  visual 
portion  of  the  show  was  anything 
but  stagnant.  According  to  the 
program,  the  Moonrock  show  in¬ 
corporates  an  additional  argon 
gas  laser  (whatever  that  is)  and  is 
the  first  laser  show  to  offer  the 
new  “3-D”  graphics.  Image 
complexity,  sense  of  depth,  and 
overall  quality  were  impressive. 
The  hypnotically  rotating 
geometric  patterns,  detailed  mis¬ 
ty  webs  of  cosmic  debris,  and 
high-speed  sequences  that  hurtle 
you  into  the  picture  were  credits 
to  the  new  technology. 

The  least  effective  bits  were  the 


attempts  at  animation,  such  as  the 
large  feet  that  tramped  around  the 
lunar  surface.  But  these  by  no 
means  monopolized  the  hour-long 
show,  and  other  small  touches  did 
succeed:  bits  of  conversation 
from  the  Apollo  astronauts,  a 
post-lunar-landing  comment  from 
Richard  Nixon,  and  an  excerpt 
from  Douglas  Adam  s  The 
Restaurant  at  the  End  of  the 
Universe  gave  the  program  a 
touch  of  history  anc  humor. 

Moonrock  makes  an  interesting 
cap  to  a  night  in  Boston  as  an 
alternative  to  the  silver  screen 

The  laserium  features  another 
laser  show  set  to  classical  music 
at  5:30  each  Friday  through 
Sunday. 

One  tip:  if  you  do  attend  one  of 
these  shows  remember  not  to  sit 
in  the  front  row  near  the  star 
machine— you’ll  have  a  rough 
time  staring  straight  up.  By  far 
the  best  view  is  to  be  found  by  ly¬ 
ing  down  in  the  aisle.

An  Interview  With  Farrenheit’s  Muzz

FarrenHeit  and  New  Man  will  be 
playing  Friday,  20  November,  in 
Cumnock  Hall.  FarrenHeit  has 
just  returned  from  the  latest 
BOSTON  tour.  I  talked  with 
David  Heit  as  well  as  with  Muzz 
and  both  guys  were  easy  to  talk 
to,  though  a  little  unsure  as  to 
why  anyone  would  want  to  know 
about  them  personally.  They  are 
currently  playing  a  few  gigs  to  try 
out  new  material  before  they  head' 
back  to  the  studio  for  album 
number  two. 

CONNECTOR:  Talk  about  the 
BOSTON  tour. 

MUZZ:  The  guys  from 
BOSTON  were  good  to  us.  Fve 
known  Brad  (BOSTON’S  Brad 
Delp)  for  six  or  seven  years. 
When  I  joined  FarrenHeit  I  was 
working  with  Brad.  Brad  was  a 
fan  of  Charlie’s  (Charlie  Farren) 
from  the  Balloon  days.  That’s 
basically  how  FarrenHeit  got  the 
tour.  We  didn’t  feel  as  if  we  were 
going  on  the  road  with  strangers. 

C:  You  were  out  on  tour  for  a 
few  months.  How  many  nights 
out  of  that  time  were  you  playing? 

M:  BOSTON  set  the  tour  so  we 
could  come  home  after  every  few 


gigs.  The  first  half  of  the  tour 
we’d  be  out  one  and  a  half  to  two 
weeks,  playing  three  to  four 
nights  out  of  seven.  There  were 
a  lot  of  multiple  dates  the  first 
half,  such  as  the  nine  nights  at  the 
Centrum.  The  second  half,  as  the 
tour  got  extended,  there  were 
more  one-nighters  and  we  played 
maybe  five  nights  a  week. 

C:  What  did  you  learn  out  there 
on  tour? 

M:  BOSTON  is  a  pro  unit.  No 
wildness  backstage.  They  open¬ 
ed  our  eyes  to  some  technical 
stuff  (BOSTON’S  Tom  Sholz  has 
a  Master’s  degree  in  Mechanical 
Engineering  and  designs  much  of 
BOSTON’S  equipment:  S.N.). 
Instead  of  miking  the  speakers 
they  ran  them  direct  into  the  P.  A. 
At  first  Charlie  was  worried 
about  sounding  like  BOSTON, 
but  direct  input  makes  a  better 
live  sound.  I  also  did  that  with  the 
drums.  I  used  a  mixture  of 
acoustic  and  triggerable  acoustic 
drums  and  ran  them  direct  into 
the  P. A. 

The  tour  focused  us  as  a  band. 
They  took  us  out  for  what  was 
supposed  to  be  27  shows.  We 
ended  up  doing  69,  which  was  the

whole  tour.  We  did  more  shows 
on  this  tour  alone  than  we  had 
done  as  a  band  before  we  cut  the 
album  (“FarrenHeit,  Warner 
Brothers.)  Our  material  started  to 
have  a  coherent  sound.  We  now 
know  what  kind  of  sound  we  want 
on  the  next  album. 

C:  You  are  from  around  here? 

M:  I  graduated  from  Woburn 
High  in  ’73.  I  moved  to  Win¬ 
chester  this  past  year.  At  eighteen 
I  moved  to  Philidelphia  and 
played  there  for  several  years. 
For  the  last  several  years  I’ve 
been  in  different  bands  around 
here.  David  Heit  grew  up  in  Con¬ 
necticut. 

C:  Do  you  play  any  other  in¬ 
struments  besides  the  drums? 

M:  I  beat  those  skins  and  I  sing. 
David  and  I  do  backup  vocals.  I 
had  no  knack  for  any  other  thing. 
I  tried  to  learn  a  couple  of  chords 
and  all  it  did  was  hurt  my  fingers. 
But  I  did  seem  to  have  a  bit  of 
rhythm,  and  certainly  a  lot  of 
drive. 

C:  Did  your  mom  make  you 
take  lessons?

M:  My  mom  bought  me  this  set 
and  I  thought  it  was  the  most 
bewautiful  thing  I'd  ever  seen,  I 
still  feel  that  way  about  the 
drums.  I  said,  “Boy,  I  gotta  take 
lessons,”  I  found  that  the  lessons 
atmosphere  just  wasn’t  me.  At  15 
I  was  playing  in  the  frat  houses. 
I  felt  it  was  a  better  atmosphere 
for  me  to  learn  how  to  play  rock 
music. 

I’m  an  energetic  guy,  to  say  the 
least.  My  mother  recognized  this 
early  on  and  tried  to  channel  it. 
she  just  happened  to  hit  on  drums 


(no  pun  intended.)  My  girlfriend 
says  my  obsession  with  the  drums 

is  not  normal.  It  hasn’t  subsided 
in  all  these  years. 

C:  Why  “MUZZ?”  Is  the 
name  some  promotional  gimick? 

m:  It’s  actually  THE  Muzz.  It’s 
from  my  last  name.  This  bass 
player  in  Philidelphia  called  me 
that  and  it  just  stuck. 

C:  How  do  you  feel  about  the 
group  being  “FarrenHeit.”  No 
mention  of  you.  Do  you  feel  like 
an  employee?

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Some  answers  to  Chestnuts  about  God 


Chestnut  No.  1:  “If  God  can 
do  anything,  He  can  create  a  rock 
so  big  that  He  can’t  move  it;  and 
if  He  can’t  move  it,  this  is 
something  God  cannot  do. 
Therefore,  He  cannot  be  God  and 
therefore  God  does  not  exist.’’ 

Answer  No.  1:  The  fallacy  lies 
in  the  first  part  of  the  above  state¬ 
ment.  God  being  omnipotent  does 
not  mean  that  He  can  do  anything 
and  everything.  He  can’t  lie 
(Hebrews  6: 18),  He  can’t  change 
(Malachi  3:6),  etc.  There  are 
things  which  His  nature  forbids 
Him  to  do,  such  as  lie  and 
change,  to  name  two.  A  third 
would  be  to  create  a  rock  so  big 
that  He  couldn’t  move  it.  His 
nature  would  forbid  Him  to  do 
this.  Thus,  the  above  arguement 
does  not  apply  because  its  first 
premise  cannot  be  granted.  Chris¬ 
tians  make  the  mistake  of  gran¬ 
ting  the  first  premise,  i.e  “God 
can  do  anything  and  everything.’’ 
Don’t  make  that  mistake.  “Om¬ 
nipotence”  means  that  God  can 
do  everything  in  accordance  with 
His  nature.  His  nature  will  not 
allow  creating  a  rock  too  big  to 
move.  Thus,  He  would  never  do 
that. 

Chestnut  No.  2:  “Can  you 
prove  that  God  created  the 
universe?” 

Answer  No.  2:  Not  conclusive¬ 
ly  but  the  reason  why  Cnristians 
believe  He  did  exist  is  because  of 
the  four  basic  possibilities  for  the 
origin  of  the  universe:  1)  ”Big 
Bang”  from  hydrogen  atoms,  2) 
It  just  happened,  it  came  from 


nothing  or,  3)  the  universe  is 
itself  eternal,  4)  an  uncaused  Be¬ 
ing,  transcending  time  and  space, 
spoke  it  into  being,  number  4 
seems  to  be  the  best  possibility. 

Let’s  examine  briefly  the  first 
three  propositions.  For  number 
one,  I  may  ask  “Where  did  the 
hydrogen  atoms  themselves  come 
from?”  They  had  to  be  created  or 
else  be  eternal  themselves!  For 
number  2, 1  would  argue  that  the 
study  of  physics  confirms  that 
“from  nothing  comes  nothing.” 
For  number  3, 1  would  state  that 
the  universe  is  not  eternal  because 
its  running  out  of  energy.  It  will 
someday  die  (second  law  of  ther¬ 
modynamics)  therefore  it  is  not 
eternal. 

Now  I  ask,  doesn’t  it  require 
just  as  much  faith,  or  more,  to 
hold  to  numbers  one,  two  and 
three  as  it  does  for  the  Christian 
position  (No.  4)?  If  so,  let  me 
propose  a  wager.  Number  four  is 
a  position  that  can  lead  one  even¬ 
tually  to  the  God  of  the  Bible  and 
culminate  with  eternal  life  in 
Jesus  Christ.  The  other  three  can 
lead  one  to  die  an  atheist  or 
agnostic  and  enter  into  eternal 
judgement  (hell).  Here’s  the 
question:  even  if  you  weren’t  sure 
of  any  of  the  four,  which  one  of¬ 
fers  the  better  results?  Which  one 
would  you  bet  on?  This  is  known 
as  Pascal’s  “Wager”  argument: 
“If  one  wages  that  God  exists  and 
He  does,  one  has  gained  eternal 
life  and  infinite  happiness.  If  He 
does  exist  (and  you  wager  that  He 
did),  one  has  lost  nothing.  On  the 


other  hand,  if  one  wages  that  God 
does  not  exist  and  He  does,  then 
one  has  suffered  infinite  loss.  If 
He  does  not  in  fact  exist  (and  you 
wager  that  He  doesn’t),  then  one 
has  gained  nothing.  Hence,  the 
only  prudent  choice  is  to  believe 
that  God  exists.” 

Don’t  just  read  this  article  once 
and  forget  about  it.  You  must 
make  a  choice.  Even  ignoring  the 
challenge  of  this  article  is  in  fact 
making  a  choice.  What  will  you 
decide?

Sore  throats  are  caused  by  a 
virus  or  bacteria  and  both  have 
the  same  symptoms.  The  most 
common  symptoms  are  pain  with 
swallowing,  fever,  and  tender, 
swollen  neck  glands.  In  some 
cases,  there  may  be  headache, 
tiredness,  loss  of  appetite, 
hoarseness,  or  a  skin  rash. 

Usually  people  who  have  a 
viral  infection  begin  to  feel  bet¬ 
ter  3  to  5  days  after  they  have 
become  ill.  If  the  infection  is 
bacterial,  most  people  begin  to 
feel  better  several  days  after  they 
are  started  on  antibiotics. 

Treatment  for  this  problem 
consists  of  two  important  parts: 
(1)  what  you  can  do,  and  (2)  what 
your  health  care  provider  can  do. 

Some  things  that  you  can  do  for

your  sore  throat  are: 

1.  Gargle  with  warm  water. 

2.  Suck  on  throat  lozenges  or 
hard  candy. 

3.  If  tolerated,  eat  soft,  bland 
foods  as  they  are  easier  to 
swallow. 

4.  Drink  small  amounts  of  clear, 
cool  liquids  frequently. 

5.  If  the  air  is  dry,  humidify  with 
a  vaporizer  or  pans  of  water  plac¬ 
ed  around  the  room. 

What  can  your  health  care  pro¬ 
vider  do?  Usually  they  will  want 
to  do  a  throat  culture  to  determine 
if  the  cause  of  the  sore  throat  is 
viral  or  bacterial.  The  results  are 
usually  available  within  a  day  or 
two,  but  they  may  feel  it 
necessary  for  you  to  begin  taking 
antibiotics  based  on  your  symp¬ 


toms,  before  the  results  have 
returned.  These  medicines  help  to 
fight  the  infection  if  it  is  a 
bacterial  one.  It  is  most  important 
that  you  take  all  of  the  medicine, 
even  if  you  are  feeling  better  in 
2  or  3  days. 

Common  myths:  (1)  All  sore 
throats  are  strep  throats.  No.  On¬ 
ly  a  positive  throat  culture  con¬ 
firms  that  the  cause  of  a  sore 
throat  is  from  strep.  (2)  An¬ 
tibiotics  cure  all  sore  throats.  No. 
Antibiotics  will  not  help  a  sore 
throat  that  is  caused  by  a  virus

The  family  disease  of 
alchoholism  is  never  very  pretty, 
as  I  can  atest  to  in  my  personal 
life.  I’d  like  to  share  a  synopse  of 
my  story  so  others  may  benefit 
from  it,  directly  or  possibly  in¬ 
directly.  Maybe  someone’s  drink¬ 
ing  bothers  you,  or  you  know  of 
someone  who  has  been  affected 
by  someone’s  drinking.  You  may 
even  have  questions  about  your 
own  consumption  of  alchohol. 

While  growing  up,  my  mother 
always  drank  in  excess.  She  was 
what  you  call  a  closet  drinker.  To 
the  outside  world,  everything 
seemed  ideal.  Both  my  parents 
worked  responsible  jobs,  and 
were  successful.  But  at  home, 
things  were  quite  different.  I  was 
afraid  to  invite  friends  over,  feel¬ 
ing  embarrassed  and  ashamed.  I 
would  go  out  with  my  friends  and 
come  home  later  in  the  evening 
to  find  my  mom  passed  out  on  the 
couch. 

My  father  didn’t  drink  while  I 
was  growing  up,  even  though  he 
calls  himself  an  alcoholic.  He 
came  close  to  dying  when  I  was 
young,  through  the  use  of 
alcohol.  Convinced  by  a  physi¬ 
cian  of  the  seriousness,  he  then 
stopped  drinking.  My  father 
always  resented  programs  that 
help  people,  i.e.  AA,  Alanon  etc. 
He  would  say  that  the  programs 
are  only  a  crutch  for  people  who 
are  weak.  So,  foolishly,  I  believ¬ 
ed  him,  but  only  for  a  while.  I 
believed  until  I  felt  so  bad  the 
walls  began  to  cave  in  on  me.  I 
always  thought  if  I  were  an  A$ 
student  or  perfectly  behaved,  my 
mom  would  stop  drinking. 

Needless  to  say,  I  had  no  self¬ 
esteem  growing  up.  I  had  always 
dreamed  of  being  something  in 


life.  Only  I  was  running  away 
from  being  me.  I  wanted  to  be 
happy. 

Then  one  day,  the  beautiful 
doors  of  Alanon  and  Alateen 
were  opened  to  me.  I  was  fifteen 
at  the  time,  and  it  has  literally 
saved  my  life.  I  remember  how 
desperate  I  felt.  I  wanted  the  ride 
I  was  on  to  stop  and  let  me  off. 
It  was  a  whirlwind  of  confusion. 

Today  I  still  attend  meetings. 
I’m  not  deperate  like  I  was,  when 
I  started  seven  years  ago.  A  lot 
has  changed  in  myself  and  the 
way  I  perceive  things.  There  are 
many  young  people  there  who  are 
helping  themselves  also.  I  can’t 
put  into  words  how  it  has  helped 
me  put  my  life  together.  It  has 
been  incredible  and  at  times  I  am 
overwhelmed  with  gratitude.  I 
never  thought  I  would  say  that. 

My  mom  is  still  drinking  today. 
My  heart  goes  out  to  her.  I’ve 
learned  not  to  blame  myself  or 
her  for  the  excessive  drinking.  I 
know  today  that  it’s  a  sickness,  of 
which  no  one  can  control.  There 
is  a  lot  of  help  out  there  for 
anyone  that  wants  it.  I  love  both 
my  mom  and  dad  very  much,  and 
believe  there  is  always  hope. 

I  love  life  today.  I  know  how 
to  live  because  healthy  people 
have  taught  me  how  to.  I  have  a 
precious  present  to  give  to  you. 
It’s  not  something  tangible,  you 
can’t  see  it  or  touch  it.  It  was 
givento  me  a  long  time  ago.  So¬ 
meone  once  told  me  I  must  enjoy 
this  day  in  front  of  me,  before 
they  give  me  this  present.  It 
didn’t  take  too  long  before  I 
realized  what  that  precious  pre¬ 
sent  was.  It’s  here  now  if  you 
want  it.

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Great  African-Americans  in  history 

Norbert  Rilieux  (1806  -  1894)  Granville  Woods  (1856  -  1910) 


Norbert  Rillieux  revolutionized 
the  sugar  industry  by  inventing  a 
refining  process  that  reduced  the 
time,  cost,  and  safety  risk  involv¬ 
ed  in  producing  good  sugar  from 
cane  and  beets. 

Rillieux  was  bom  in  New 
Orleans  and  educated  in  France, 
where  he  majored  in  engineering 
and  also  served  as  an  instructor. 
Returning  to  New  Orleans,  he 
noted  that  methods  for  refining 
sugar  from  cane  and  beets  were 
crude,  backbreaking  and 
dangerous,  requiring  slaves  to 
ladle  boiling  cane  juice  from  one 
kettle  to  another  to  produce  a  dark 
sugar.  Rillieux  designed  an 
evaporating  pan  which  enclosed 
a  series  of  condensing  coils  in 
vacuum  chambers.  His  system 
took  much  of  the  hand  labor  out 
of  refining,  saved  fuel  because 


the  juice  boiled  at  lower 
temperatures,  and  produced  a 
superior  product. 

Rillieux1  s  device  was  patented 
in  1846,  and  was  in  great  demand 
on  plantations  in  Louisiana,  Mex¬ 
ico  and  the  West  Indies,  where  it 
increased  sugar  production  and 
reduced  operating  cost.

Granville  Woods  was  awarded 
more  than  35  patents  for  electrical 
systems  and  devices  which 
created  new  energy  techniques 
for  the  transportation  and  com¬ 
munication  industries. 

Born  in  Columbus,  Ohio, 
Woods  worked  in  a  variety  of 
jobs  which  gave  him  the  ex¬ 
perience  to  secure  his  first  patent, 
in  1884,  for  a  furnace  and  boiler 
to  procuce  steam  heat.  In  the 
years  that  followed,  the  prolific 


inventor  improved  the  telephone 
transmitter  and  developed  an 
electric  car  powered  by  overhead 
wired,  a  grooved  wheel  for  the 
trolley  car,  a  “third  rail”  system 
for  an  electric  locomotive,  an  im¬ 
proved  airbrake  system,  and  a 
telegraph  system  for  com¬ 
municating  between  moving 
trains,  which  contributed  to 
railroad  safety.  Woods  sold  most 
of  his  inventions  to  the  General 
Electric,  Westinghouse  and  Bell 
Telephone  Companies. 

Without  the  outstanding  con¬ 
tributions  of  African-Americans 
in  the  Sciences,  America  would 
not  be  the  leader  that  it  is  today. 
Norbert  Rillieux  and  Granville 
Woods,  two  of  the  thousands  of 
African-Americans  who  made 
America  great.

The  action  began  in  the  second 
period.

Gord  Cruickshank  skated  by  a 
ULowell  player  and  gave  him  a 
rabbit  punch  which  sparked  even 
further  chaos  on  the  ice.  Hughes 
and  Cruickshank  were  both  serv¬ 
ed  with  penalties,  while  Foley  sat 


out  for  the  Chiefs.  The  Chiefs 
scored  again,  but  the  play  was 
“called  back’’  again  when  Chief 
Randy  LeBrasseur  hooked  up 
with  Hughes  (man,  this  guy’s  a 
troublemaker,  huh?).

Navy, 
Marines).  DLA’s  organization  consists  of  Supply  Centers  and  Depots,  Service  Centers  and  Defense 
Contract  Administration  Services  Region  (DCASRs).  The  Supply  Centers  perform  the  inven¬ 
tory,  acquisition  and  technical  functions;  Depots  perform  the  warehousing  and  distribution  func¬ 
tions;  Service  Centers  provide  the  administrative,  automated  systems  and  logistical  support 
functions;  and  the  DCASRs  perform  the  contractual  and  quality  assurance  functions.

DLA  is  responsible  for  the  acquisition  of  approximately  two  million 
items  used  by  the  Military  Services  and  other  Federal  Agencies.  DLA  manages  consumable  com¬ 
modities  such  as  food  and  clothing;  medical,  construction,  electronic  and  industrial  equipment 
and  supplies;  fuels  and  oils;  and  other  general  supplies  and  spare  parts.

Alcohol  Awareness  Fair  a  big  success 


Alcohol  Awareness  on  campus 
is  being  observed  during  the  se¬ 
cond  annual  Alcohol  Awareness 
Week.  Responsible  drinking  was 
the  theme  of  the  week-long 
awareness  program,  a  strong 
message  on  responsible  consump¬ 
tion  of  alcohol  being  delivered. 
Responsible  consumption  means 


not  having  to  regret  what  happen¬ 
ed  while  we  were  drinking. 

We  should  also  realize  that 
alcohol  should  not  be  the  focus  of 
our  social  activities;  alcohol  is  the 
most  abused  drug  in  the  United 
States.  Today,  studies  indicate 
that  71-8yof  college  students 
consume  alcoholic  beverages  on 


a  regular  basis.  (H.E.W.,  1982) 
The  Alcohol  Awareness  Week 
was  jointly  organized  by 
S.A.D.D..  the  Massachusetts 
State  Police,  the  University 
Police,  the  Student  Activities 
Council,  the  Athletic  Depart¬ 
ment.  and  the  Student  Govern¬ 
ment  Association.
